and put the fate of the nation 
at stake. 
Saigon no longer was fight­ 
ing for peace. It was fighting 
for survival. 
What touched off Thieu’s 
decision was the fall of the 
town of Han Me Thuot on 
March 10. The town is the 
capital of Dar Lac province 
and unofficial capital of the 
montagnard tribal region. It 
was never endangered before. 
It fell to the Communists in 
three days. 
Thieu’s decision on the way 
to C am Ranh, made after 
only brief consultations with 
even his closest advisers, was 
to abandon the Central High­ 
lands and —in effect —revert 
to the so-called enclave theo­ 
ry of defending only easily 
s u p p l i e d c o a s t a l stro n g - 
points. 
When he arrived, he gave 
the evacuation order to Gen. 
Pham Van Phu, commander 
of Military Region 2, which 
includes the highlands. 
The plan did not work. 
T h i e u ’ s 
p l a n n e d 
withdrawal turned into re­ 
treat. The retreat turned into 
a rout. The rout turned into 
slaughter. 
In three weeks, South Viet­ 
nam lost more than half its 
territory without a single sig- 


Cambodia— 
Dejecti, Despair 


PHNOM 
P E N H (UPI) — Cam bodian 
President Ix>n Nol is in exile now, out the 
atmosphere in the Cam bodian capital still 
ranges from dejection to despair. 
U.S. officials look on events with a mood 
of uncertainty, tinged by feelings of im pend­ 
ing doom. Officials of the Phnom Penh 
government feel utterly helpless. 
American diplom ats and senior govern­ 
ment officials used to say the war in C a m ­ 
bodia was a military stalem ate that could be 
solved only by negotiations. 
All that has changed. 
Field Marshal Lon Nol, the man who 
overthrew former chief of state Prince Nor­ 
odom Sihanouk five years ago and then 
floundered as a leader in the ensuing war, 
finally left the country Tuesday at the urging 
of subordinates. 
There are some hopes his departure might 
crack the door to the possibility of nego­ 
tiations, but the feeling of many here is that 
at this stage it won’t make any difference. 
This year the insurgents were able to close 
the Mekong River to supply convoys. It was 
the first time and it left Phnom Penh’s 
airport as the only remaining lifeline to the 
outside world. 
Communist-led insurgents, however, shell 
the airport constantly. 
American military aid, the sole thing 
which kept the government here afloat for 
five years, now trickles in on an emergency 
airlift of U .S. airplanes. 
Whether Congress will keep that liteline 
going is doubtful at best. 
In the past few years there has been little 
direct relationship between the fighting in 
Cam bodia and South Vietnam. 
North Vietnamese troops no longer have a 


direct role in insurgent military operations, 
although they do provide supplies. 
Despite this, some officials here have 
viewed the recent collapse ol military de­ 
fenses in much of neighboring South Viet­ 
nam with alarm. 
They believe that no matter what happens 
in Cam bodia itself, there can be little hope 
for an independent government in Phnom 
Penh with a Hanoi-dominated one in South 
Vietnam. 
American 
Ambassador 
John 
Gunther 
Dean, who came to Cam bodia a year ago 
after a record of success in negotiating peace 
in Laos, was one of the most fervent su p ­ 
porters of the view that negotiations were the 
only alternative. 
Now he says all is lost without additional 
military aid. 
“ The departure of Lon Nol will not make 
any difference without the m eans,” says 
Dean. “ There has got to be positive action.” 
On top of all this, there has been increas­ 
ing reluctance on the part of government 
troops in recent days to move forward into 
battle. Clearing operations on Phnom Penh's 
perimeter have stalled. 
“ There have been shakeups of corrupt and 
inefficient commanders in the past, but the 
new ones often are no better,” says one 
experienced foreign observer. 
"T h e troops don’t get paid for months at 
a time and the money goes into the pockets 
of generals. 
“ Under conditions like that you wonder 
when they will lay down their weapons for 
good,” the observer said. “ In fact, you 
sometimes wonder why it hasn’t happened 
before now.”

nificant battle. More than a 
third of the nation’s combat 
divisions was put out of ac­ 
tion. 
In better days, with support 
from an informed South Viet­ 
namese population, Thieu’s 
strategy might have worked. 
But his order to retreat 
from the Central Highlands 
provinces of Pleiku, Kontum 
and Darlac, coupled with his 
decision to refuse all explana­ 
tion to his people, caused 
massive panic among troops 
and the population across the 
nation. 
More than 250,000 persons 
joined 
the 
panicky exodus 
from the highlands. 
As the convoy moved down 
long-abandoned Highway 7 to 
the coast, North Vietnamese. 
Viet 
Cong 
and 
dissident 
mountain 
tribesmen 
hit it 
from the exposed flanks and 
rear. 
Artillery fire and ground 
attacks killed hundreds and 
wounded thousands, accord­ 
ing to still incomplete and 
sketchy reports. 
Civilians died of hunger, 
fatigue and heat prostration. 
Saigon newspapers' on-the- 
scene reports of the convoy's 
progress 
and 
its suffering, 
even 
toned

censors, spread more panic. 
“ 1 am ash am ed,” said a

up a fight. If we lose a battle, 
that is one thing.

N o rth V ie t n a m e s e t a n k s 
began rolling south that C om ­

In T am Ky provincial capi­ 
tal, 40 miles south of Da 
Nang, a resident awoke on 
the morning of March 26 
“ and there was a North Viet­ 
namese tank under my win­ 
dow.

Viet Cong hock forces who 
led the Communists into Hue 
lined up five policemen and a 
cadet and shot them in an 
effort to stop the flight from 
Hue, but to little avail.

“ It was a classic case of a 
city falling to rumors and

Initial rumors were that Da 
Nang was being evacuated 
rumors fed by re|M>rt» of the 
U .S. refugee evacuation and 
an almost complete lack of 
official government explana­ 
tions to the people.

up the red, blue and gold- 
starred Viet Cong Hag on high 
buildings around Da Nang, 
creating an illusion of victory.

. Go o d News, But Also Bad

W A SH IN G T O N — W ith tax collectors ex tracting one 
third of all America produ ces, any tax cu t is good news Ru t 
there’s bad news, too, in the $‘22.8 billion tax cu t that 
President Ford signed last weekend. 
The new law opens loopholes for some, c l^ e s them for 
others, giv es handou ts to y et others, thu s adding to the 
complex ities and inconsistencies that hav e m ade the tax 
code ou r greatest single sou rce of inequ ity , waste and 
corru ption. 
Unless something is done to introdu ce simplicity and 
fairness, the tax code will become so inscru table and su spect 
that a v irtu al police state will be requ ired to enforce it 
Already , the Internal Rev enu e Serv ice has assu m ed police 
state powers. 
From beginning to end, the tax stru ctu re is shot throu gh 
with u nfairness. T he m an who rents his home from a 
landlord gets no tax relief for the interest and tax es his rent 
money pay s. Hu t the man who rents his home from a hank, 


throu gh a mortgage, can get thou sands of dollars in 
dedu ctions each y ear. 
Incomes from wages are tax ed down to the last farthing, 
hu t incomes from m u nicipal bonds are not tax ed at all. The 
T he tax pay er who works at home in his slippers can write 
off the operating cost of part of his hou se, complete with 
depreciation. Bu t the laborer who toils in the steel mill gets 
no com parable break. 
Under the new bill, u pper-income cou ples can dedu ct u p 
to $4 ,8 00 for (he cost of a hou semaid. T hu s, while a poor 
woman scru bs her own floor withou t tax benefit, the afflu ent 
will get Uncle Sam to pay part of their m aid's salary . 
Yet these are the in n o c u o u s loopholes; the higher the 
income lev el, the larger the loopholes. Indeed, the tax code 
has produ ced a breed of millionaire who pay s no income 
tax es at all. By filling the code with ex ceptions and 
ex clu sions, fav ors and incentiv es. Congress has also made 
it mi complicated that no one fu lly u nderstands it. An arm y 
of tax agents, lawy ers and ju dges has grown u p to interpret 
the law and adju dicate the legal dispu tes ov er it. 


Honest citizens liv e in fear of the code, hating to 
lose 
ex em ptions bu t afraid to take them . M any wind u p hiring 
"ex perts" fo prepare their forms. A whole new indu stry now 
ex ist for the sole pu rpose of cou nseling tax pay ers. 


Ev en more wastefu l, inv estment decisions are made, not 
on the cold merits, bu t to channel money where it will escape 
tax ation. Sick bu sinesses are bou ght ev ery day by still 
healthy bu sinesses, not so they can tie rebu ilt bu t so their 
losses can he u sed as a tax offset. 


For y ears, the lu re of tax 
loopholes stim u lated a v ast 
ov erbu ilding of office and apartm ent complex es. Now th at 
the write-offs hav e been pocketed, we hav e a glu t of em pty 
bu ildings and of jobless hardhats drawing u nem ploy m ent 
compensation. 
, 
. *. ............. 
Fatcats who d on’t know a cow from a steer hav e become 
absentee 
ranchers, 
pu m ping tax -sheltered 
money 
into 
cattle-feeding v entu res. As a resu lt, thou sands of legitimate 
cattlem en are going broke, their market bu sted by an 
ov erload of beef for which there are not enou gh bu y ers. 


Tax loopholes hav e also encou raged money mogu ls to 
dev elop oil ov erseas rather than here at home and to inv est 
in ball clu bs rather than produ ctiv e bu sinesses. This sort of 
thing, repeated on a hu ndred fronts, leads not only to a 
mix ed-u p economy hu t to a pu blic that neither u nderstands 
nor respects the laws. 


Ev ery loophole, ev ery inconsistency , ev ery ex am ple of a 
nontax pay ing 
millionaire, encou rages the once du tifu l 
American to become a tax cheat. The tax law, with its high 
rates and its cou ntless su bterfu ges for av oiding them , has 
become the greatest corru ptor of the citizenry , encou raging 
the spreading sentim ent that it’s better to lie, trim and pad 
than to be a su cker and a pau per. 


Is there a solu tion*7 We think so. 


Cu t the basic tax rates in halt, close all loopholes and 
elim inate all ex emptions. If all income were tax ed at the 
simple, straight. Hat rate of 12 percent, Treasu ry ex perts tell 
u s, the gov ernment cou ld raise all the rev enu e it now takes 
in. 


This way . y ou cou ld figu re y ou r tax in one m inu te. There 
wou ld l>e no fru strating forms to sweat ov er, no complicated 
calcu lations, no fear that y ou might hav e made an in­ 
criminating mistake, no feeling that others are getting away 
with mu rder. And there will he no hills atterw ards from 
accou ntants and attorney s. 


Bu t. it will he argu ed, what alwnit all thtise worthy 
enterprises which genu inely need tax reliet to su rv iv e ’ We 
say they shou ld get direct, ojien su bsidies, rather than 
indirect, hidden su bsidies tu cked away in the fine print of 
the tax laws. 


If the oil indu stry needs a su bsidy to su rv iv e, for ex ample, 
let the oilmen make thier case ou t in the open before 
Congress, the press and the pu blic. 


Any proposal to simplify the tax mu ddle, of cou rse, will 
ru n into opposition from m any sides — all those interests 
whose real aim in not equ ity hu t the m anipu lation of special 
fav ors; the growing host 
who make their liv ing from 
preparing other people’s retu rns; and those who are e m ­ 
ploy ed by tax -ex empt organizations. 


A continu ation of the present mess, howev er, will continu e 
to bleed the Treasu ry , distort the economy , erode what was 
once the majesty of the law and demoralize the citizenry by 
encou raging ev ery tax pay er to he a cheat on the assu m ption 
that it is the only way he can keep ev en with ev ery one else.

W A S H IN G T O N — T o a cou ntry th at 
has 
learned to take the consequ ences of gov ernment 
deficits seriou sly , the size of the projected one — 
$9 0 billion in the nex t 18 m onths — is cau sing a 
fearfu l consternation. T he optim ists, of cou rse, are 
cou nting 
on 
this 
deficit 
shooting 
so 
. mu c h 
adrenalin into the v eins of the economy that 
bu siness and employ m ent will pick u p and, with 
it, tax receipts, so that the actu al deficit will be 
m u ch smaller than the projected one. 
All we need for th at to happen is a lot of lu ck 
and the kind of su perb tim ing in the m anagem ent 
of ou r national affairs that we almost nev er 
achiev e. The odds are that we are going to be stu ck 
with at least a large part of the $9 0 billion, so the 
im m ediate task is to decide how we're going to 
handle it. 
Contrary to what most people hav e been tau ght 
the 
last 
few 
y ears, 
a 
deficit, 
ev en 
ot 
th at 
dimension, isn’t au tom atically inflationary . If it i- 
financed by the gov ernment selling -bonds to 
people who then will not hav e th at money to spend 
on som ething else, we can get throu gh the deficit 
withou t any price rise at all. 
T he effect of m anaging the deficit this way 
wou ld be to take a hu ge am ou nt of inv estm ent 
money ou t of the priv ate sector of the economy . 
As a resu lt, there wou ld be less dou gh arou nd to 
spend on hou sing, hy droelectric plants, or. pe r­ 
haps, consu m er credit to bu y fu rnitu re and v aca­ 
tions. Su ch a tack wou ld also increase the d e ­ 
m ands for credit allocation by some agency of the 
gov ernm ent, probably the Federal Reserv e Board. 
In other words, we wou ld be rationing money , or 


at least we wou ld be try ing to. Money is the most 
difficu lt of all things to ration since it is wickedly 
clev er at wiggling ou t of ev ery restriction gov ern­ 
ment trie- to pu t on it. If, for instance, we allocate 
low-interest credit for hou sing, w hat's to prev ent 
the borrowers from taking these loqns and inv est­ 
ing them in some other activ ity pay ing a higher 
rate of retu rn? Better to giv e low-income people a 
direct su bv ention so they can go ou t and bu y 
hou sing on an u nregu lated m arket. 
Right now, howev er, we don’t know how the 
gov erment is going to handle this hu ge deficit. 
They may decide to make u p the deficit not by 
borrowing — Which is what the sale of gov ernment 
secu rities is 
- hu t by resorting to the printing 
press. 
The people who spend their day s figu ring these 


things estim ate that the m ax im u m am ou nt of 
dou gh the Federal Reserv e Board can add to the 
m oney su pply withou t cau sing a dreadfu l inflation 
is $28 billion in the nex t 18 m onths. It so, we can 
u se the presses to accom m odate abou t 30 percent 
of the projected deficit and hav e a reasonable hope 
that bu siness wll pick u p while prices d on’t. 
Any thing ov er that figu re and we'll hav e what 
Senator Prox mire calls a "calam ity boom ." 
T ranslated into su perm arket checkou t terms, 
that wou ld mean 20 percent inflation in abou t a 
y ear irom now. T he misery of ou r present situ ation 
is that a lot of [>eople are already su re th at's 
ex actly w h at's in store for u s and are acting 
accordingly . They hav e reason. 
This is the six th major inflation in ou r history . 
The first liv e were associated with w-artime e m e r­ 


gency finance and were of limited du ration. This 
is the first peacetim e one, if y ou can call these 
tim es peacefu l, and by far the longest we'v e 
ex perienced. 
It has gone on so long that m any people no longer 
believ e it will stop. This is one reason why bu siness 
firms are relu ctant to drip their prices and labor 
u nions are dem anding what appear to he in­ 
defensible increases, bu t a 30 percent wage hike 
in the cou rse of a two-y ear contract isn’t u n­ 
reasonable if y ou hav e grou nds for thinking the 
cost of liv ing is abou t to go u p at twice that rate. 
W h at’s particu larly galling is that ev ery body is 
in a trick bag becau se nobody knows w hat's going 
to happen. If the gov ernm ent adopts non-infla- 
tionary m anagem ent of the new debt, the people 
who acted on the opposite assu m ption are left high 
and dry . On the other hand, those who assu me 
there will be no inflation are taking a crazy risk 
giv en W ashington’s record ov er the past 11) y ears. 
In the present u ncertainty nobody knows how to 
ru n for cov er. T his positiv ely does not need to be. 
Nobody can predict the size of the deficit for su re, 
bu t the gov ernm ent, and th at m eans the Federal 
Reserv e Board in particu lar, can annou nce ex actly 
how the deficit, of whatev er size, is going to he 
handled. 
T hat annou ncem ent m u st be m ade clearly and 
u nequ iv ocally , and then the gov ernm ent mu st 
stick to it. T here are enou gh u nav oidable m y s­ 
teries in economics w ithou t gratu itou sly adding an 
av oidable one, and depriv ing ou r people of at least 
a fighting chance to sav e them selv es and their 
bank accou nts.

A d m it t e d ly , th e p h y sica l 
plant is not fancy. But it is 
clean, well maintained, and 
well protected from fire with 
an extensive sprinkler system 
and direct alarm to the King­ 
ston Fire Departm ent.

According to 
a spokesman at the Y office, however, reserva­ 
tions are “ sold out.” 


Often termed a “ Disneyland in Eggs," this 
unusual egg spectacle attracts visitors from the 
New England states, Canada, Ohio, Pennsylva­ 
n ia . New .Jersey, Maryland, and from hundreds 
of communities in New York State. 


I’he exhibit includes some 4500 eggs which have 
been hand-painted, handcrafted, he jeweled and 
otherwise decorated on the egg trees, or iashioned 
into figures and placed in imaginative and col­ 
orful settings. 


The Easter Egg Exhibit is housed in a former 
Victorian carriage house situated directly in back 
of the Mary Beatrice Cushing Memorial Library, 
on the corner ol Knower Avenue and Bridge 
Street, one block from Route 30, Schoharie’s 
Main Street. 


There is a profusion of exquisite eggs framing ballerinas, bunnies, peacocks, as well as 
characters from nursery rhymes.

Sev eral board m em ­ 
bers said they felt that a requ est for a zoning change wou ld 
hav e been preferable to the v ariance requ est to pu t the 
school into an area now zoned for light ind u strial u se. 
Principal Planner Rick Jacob said that the site “ probably 
meets 9 0 |>ercent of the requ irem ents of the school" and 
recom m end ed its approv al. T he bu ild ing alread y has been 
approv ed by the S tate Ed u cation D epartm ent for the 
pu rpose. 
T he v ariance requ est was d enied by the Town of Esopu s 
Zoning Board of Appeals. C hairm an Harold Coffey said the 


board felt that the owners. Port Kwen Realty C om pany , had 
not d em onstrated they were being d enied a reasonalbe 
retu rn on their inv estm ent or that the property cou ld not 
be u sed u nd er its present zoning.
